Rassmannsdorf indicated that a field exercise of engineer troops together 
with tank units had been conducted in this sector during the previous days. 
Numerous tank tracks were seen along the banks and an empty bivouac with 
still smoldering fires was observed on the Spree River upstream from 
Rassmannsdorf * Local residents stated that much activity by Soviet troops 
was seen during the previous days and thac all lanes and roads were rather 
heavily damaged* ^ 



| Comment* The observation confirms the return of the 7th Gds Mecz 50X1 -HUM 
Div from the fall maneuvers which were hel d in the area south of Lieherose. 

The troops which entered the 50X1 -HUM
